RICHARD LOUNDER, 
RICHMOND TIGERS, 1987 


Man mountain South Aussie 
bounder is widely considered 
the biggest “bust” of all No.l 
draft picks, playing only four 
VFL games for the Tigers 
after debuting in 1989 
(though he kicked four 
majors in that first game) 
before returning to SA. 

At 204cm and more than 
116kg, the ruckman unkindly 
dubbed “Flounder” and “The 
Human Tree” told The Age in 
2003 that homesickness was 
a factor in his return, as well 
as a lack of support when he 


moved to Melbourne. Asked 
whether he had the appetite 
for success, given his No.l 
status, bounder confessed: 

“It wasn’t a burning desire 
because I wasn’t naturally 
gifted... I had to work very 
hard just to keep my weight 
down. I used to enjoy a beer 
as well, and that makes it very 
hard. If you want to be an elite 
footballer, you certainly don’t 
drinkand don’t smokeand 
you’re in bed by eight o’clock, 
and they are actually the 
things I quite like to do.”

Here’s why you 
should be... 

The world’s premiere two- 
wheel motor sport makes FI 
look like a three-legged race

Q There is no other 
sport like MotoGP. 

To even call it a “sport” is a 
stretch. It’s more like a race- 
fuel-fed, testicle-weighing 
exercise that happens 
at 350-plus kmh. 

Unlike Formula 
One, there are no safety 
capsules, no roll cages, 
and no seat belts. 

There’s just men dressed 
in leather, death-gripping 
handlebarsand grinding 
their armoured knees and 
elbows along the bitumen 
as they cheat explosive 
destruction every single 
nanosecond of every single 
lap. And it’s been that way 
sincel949. The only 
difference is that it’s now 
fasterand more hell-furious 
than ever before. You can 
thank technology for that. 

The top-end MotoGP 
bikes weigh under 135kg 
and produce 240bhp. The 


current world champion, 
22-year-old Spaniard Marc 
Marquez, holds the record 
for the fastest recorded 
motorcycle-racing 
speed, hitting 
350.29kmh 
at Qatar at 
the start of this 
season. He still 
didn’t win, but. 

That honour 
went to nine- 
time world 
champion, 

36-year-old 
Valentino 
Rossi, who 
currently 
leads the 
championship 
as the 2015 series 
hits the halfway 
point. 

There are 18 races on 
the calendar, legendary 
racetracks like Assen, 
known as the Cathedral 
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Doohan smashed his leg so 
badly on his way to five world 
championships, the doctors 
sewed it to his other leg for a 
few months so it wouldn’t rot 
away. Then they unsewed it, 
and he’d limp to his bike on 
crutches on race day, and 
then win. 

Marquez punted himself 
into a wall during practice in 
2013 at Mugello, recording the 
fastest ever motorcycle crash 
(337.9kmh), and recording 
more than 25G of impact on 
his race-suit telemetry (it 
stops recording at 25G). He 
put a Band-Aid on his chin 
and raced the next day. 

They are the fastest men 
on two wheels. Their smiles 
are pretty, they have great 
teeth, but they are tougher 
than North Korean winters. 
Their girlfriends are the 
hottest and their testicles 
are the largest and heaviest. 

You should make it a 
priority to check them out. 


of Speed, Le Mans, known 
as the Cathedral of French 
Cheese, and Phillip Island 
in Australia, known as The 
Place Where Fans Freeze 
In Knee-Deep Mud While 
Wild Seagulls Smash Into 
The Racers. Silverstone, 
Indianapolis, Jerez, 
Mugello, Sepang — all are 
turned into fighting pits for 
racers with balls the size of 
moons. These are men 
who have to wrap their 
arm tendons in tape to 
stop their bones shooting 
through their flesh as they 
brake from 350kmh to 
40kmh in SOmetres. 

Do they die? Yes, they 
do. But not as often as 
you would think. 

The last fatality in 
MotoGP was the Lion 
King, Marco Simoncelli, 
who perished in a racing 
incident at Sepang in 2011. 
Before that, it was Daijiro 
Kato at Suzuka in 2003. 

Crippling injuries 
are also rare, probably 
because the racers a re just 
too damn tough. In 2013, 
Jorge Lorenzo binned it 
at Assen, smashing his 
collarbone into shards of 
pain. He boarded a plane 
that afternoon, was bolted 
together with plates and 
screws, and was back to 
qualify the next day. He 
came fifth.
